•Woodstock, like all New York m un ici­ 
palities, must abide by state law, which 
detin es all homosex uals as sex ual deviates 
of bad moral character.

p rogram that aroused a storm of 
p rotest when introduced in the 
Wallk ill Central Scool District last 
y ear is running smoothly now. 
"We hav e no p roblems with it," 
said Sup erintendent Dwight Aller. 
Howev er, 
the situation 
could 
change suddenly after the nex t 
school hoard election in 19 78, since 
four of the nine members of the 
Ix iard of education are on record as 
op p osing it. 
MACOS 
(Man: 
A Course 
of 
Study ) was dev elop ed by the N a ­ 
tional 
Science Foundation with 
federal funds. It uses the inquiry 
method instead of memorization to 
teach six th graders "w hat it m eans 
to he a man instead of some other 
k ind of anim al.’’ 
Op p onents say it conflicts with 
Judeo-Christian ethics, the A m eri­ 
can heritage and commonly ac­ 
cep ted social v alues and challenges 
the notion that there are "eternal 
truths that must he p assed down 
from one generation to the nex t." 


The Wallk ill Board of Education 
v oted 7-2 in 19 76 to p ut the p ro­ 
gram in the district’s schools, but 
on a v oluntary basis. Students 
whose p arents ex p ressly request 
that they be giv en the MALOS 
course are taught it. Other stu­ 
dents study the sta te ’s standard 
six th-grade 
social 
studies 
cur­ 
riculum. 
Aller said about 50 to 6 0 of the 
district's 180 six th graders are cur­ 
r e ntly s tud y ing the M A C O S 
course. 
Terry Terwilliger. one of the two 
lx >ard m em bers who op p osed in­ 
troduction of the M ACOS p ro­ 
gram. left the board after the 19 76 
election. Michael Lembo. the other 
op p onent, is still on the board but 
say s he no longer op p oses MACOS 
because students are not required 
to tak e the course unless their 
p arents ask for it, according to 
Aller. 
Ev en 
without Terwilliger and 
Lembo, MACOS op p onents are 
just one v ote away from k l I ling the 
p rogram. Donald Richter, elected 
in 19 76, and Robert Walsk e. Dav id 
Perez and Carl Pip erato, elected 
this y ear, are all on record as 
op p osing it. One more win in the 
19 78 election could giv e them the 
crucial fifth v ote needed to wip e 
the p rogram out. 
Op p osition formed soon after the 
board v oted in January , 19 76, to 


ap p rov e M ACOS, contingent on 
federal funding. Parents who had 
heard of M A C Q S in other areas 
formed an ad hoc group . C on­ 
cerned Parents of Wallk ill. With 
Sharon Sty les as sp ok esman, they 
wrote letters 
and 
leaflets 
and 
circulated p etitions to hav e the 
hoard p ut the issue on the June 2 
school district ballot as a referen­ 
dum. The board at a sp ecial m eet­ 
ing v oted 5-2 to deny their request, 
with 
Terwilliger 
and 
William 
Schwarz op p osed. 
In May . 19 76. CHOW brought in 
George Archibald, administrativ e 
assistant to Rep . John Conlan of 
Arizona, to p resent "the other side 
of M ACOS.” Archibald showed 
films of Netsilik Esk imos hunting, 
sk inning and eating caribou and 
seal and said the material had to 
lie sp ecially staged for the M A C O S 
filming since the Netsilik s now liv e 
in huts and ride snowmobiles. 
"The films p resent an ex tinct 
fo rm 
of s ur v i v a l c u l t u r e , " 
Archibald told a p ack ed audience 
at the meet mg. 
Aller said 
M ALOS op p onents 
haw been "v ery quiet" lately . 
“The reaction from teachers and 
children has been good," he said. 
“'There hav e been no p rotests." 
The p resent calm seems reason­ 
ably certain to continue, at least 
until the nex t schix il board elev ­ 
e n.

Those were the law­ 
y ers who, driv en by a fu ll-blooded

on 
their 
clients to protest this or that nu » or 
folkway . These lawy ers are still with 
u s. demanding consu mer u nions, pre 
su ming conflicts of interest, seeing 
racial and social inju stice in the loaf 
of bread baked by the sweat of an 
honest baker’s brow. Paraphrasing 
Henry Mencken on the pu ritans, a 
pu blic serv ice lawy er is the man who 
is afraid that somebody , somewhere, 
is making a profit. 
Althou g h that pre-occu pation with 
the law 
is not the disting u ishing 
featu re of this season’s discontent, 
the y ou ng men and women abou t to 
becom e lawy ers seem to feel that 
their profession is su bstantially dis­ 
credited. and as a m atter of fact that 
is correct. They point to the pu blic 
attitu de poll that recently listed law 
y ers as hav ing fallen sharply from the 
plateau 
they 
once 
shared 
with 
bricklay ers and g rape-pickers and 
other honest 
men 
who make an 
honest liv ing . The ex planation they 
prefer for their fall in the g eneral 
esteem is that it all has something to 
do with Waterg ate. Nix on was a 
lawy er, Mitchell was a lawy er. So was 
Krlichman, Dean, Liddy , on down the 
line Cou ld this be why ? 
Then there is the v ery hig h cost of 
leg al serv ice, abou t which they feel 


g u ilty , thou g h to fie su re ambiv alent. 
Bu t they read the fig u res, and wince 
ju st a little bit. A Cabinet u fficer 
whose income for the practice of law 
the y ear liefore was a half million 
dollars. They wonder ou t kiu d: Can 
that man hav e been practicing law, or 
ex ercising 
influ ence? 
They 
read 
abou t the bills of the lawy er who 
defended the Wu terg ag e crowd. Two, 
three, fou r hu ndred thou sand dollars. 
These are su rrealistic fig u res, and 
they prov e v ery simply one thing , 
namely that the stru ctu re of the law 
is u nsou nd.

And correctly so. A y ou ng , brilliant­ 
ly trained, philanthropically -inclined 
attorney once confessed to me that if 
he were u p on a mu rder rap, he cou ld 
not afford to retain a lawy er to take 
su ch adv antag es of the law as he 
recog nized were av ailable to him. 
Ju stice bey ond the reach of the av er­ 
ag e 
indiv idu al 
is 
inju stice. 
T h e 
fatu ou s solu tion is to come u p with a 
g rand sy stem of federal su bsidies. For 
lawy ers. The sensible way to do it is 
to simplify the law, recodify pn>- 
cedu re, 
make waste 
u nprofitable. 
Hold those play fu l lawy ers in W ash­ 
ing ton who amu se themselv es by 
circu lating catch-all su bpoenas to 
ev ery tenth name in the telephone 
book 
responsible 
for 
harassment 
where harassment is prov ed. 
’IYie deeper problem, as I v iew it, is 
that the lawy ers, in an ag e of relativ ­ 
ism, nibble away at the nx it of the 
epistemolog y itself. Su ddenly nothing 
is really knowable. The Su preme 
I'ou rt of the United States discov ers 
ev ery y ear or so something in the 
('(institu tion not only that hasn’t

sequ ential arg u ment. It is lawy ers 
than can take a plain recitation of 
facts, tu rn it u pside down, shake it, 
marinate it with dou bts, and tru ndle 
it u pstairs to a hig her cou rt for re­ 
consideration. 


"It has become a ridicu lou sly dif­ 
ficu lt thing to do," one older ju dg e 
recently said, "to prov e plain matters 
of g u ilt or innocence.” It is lawy ers 
who hav e come u p with an u nder­ 
standing of the Constitu tion of the 
United 
States that makes it a p­ 
parently impossible to stop wholesale 
crime. Lawy ers, that is to say , whose 
primary pu rpose it is to g u ard the 
civ il order, who are responsible for 
mu ch of the chaos within it. 
T hat is the reason so many law 
stu dents are u neasy abou t the pro­ 
fession they will soon be practicing ; 
soon, we pray , lie reforming .

If Ellsberg had been prosecu ted, it I 
is u nlikely he wou ld hav e leaked the 
Pentag on Papers to The New York 
Times the following y ear. This was 
the leak that cau sed Richard Nix on, 
then ensconsed in the White Hou se, 
to form his notoriou s plu mbers. 
It was the W hite Hou se plu mbers, 
of cou rse, who stag ed the Waterg ate 
break-in. 
Thu s, 
the 
g ov ernment’s 
failu re to prosecu te Ellsberg in 1970 
beg an the chain of ev ents that led to 
Waterg ate. 
To compou nd the irony , then-Un- 
dersecretary of S tate Elliot Rich­ 
ardson was linked to the 19 70 El­ 
lsberg leak. Richardson went on to 
become attorney g eneral and then 
dramatically 
resig ned 
in 
protest 
ag ainst Nix on’s handling of the Wa­ 
terg ate inv estig ation. 
Here are the fascinating details: 
The Washing ton Star story , rev ealing 
dates and details from 
classified 
State Departm ent cables, told in 
terms fav orable to Richardson how he 
was try ing to free a persecu ted Sou th 
Vietnamese assembly man. 
T he leak was traced to a tru sted 
Richardson aide, Charles M. Cooke 
Jr., who slipped the docu ments to 
Daniel Ellsberg , who was then work­ 
ing in Richardson’s office. This came 
to the attention of the Pentag on's 
dog g ed chief inv estig ator, W. Donald 
Stewart, du ring one of many in­ 
v estig ations of u s. 
“Du ring the cou rse of a series of 


Jack Anderson leaks in Febru ary - 
May , 19 71,” Stewart reported in a 
memo, “ I came across Cooke’s name 
... I rev iewed his S ta te Department 
secu rity file and learned that he had 
been identified as the person who 
allowed Daniel Ellsbeig of the Rand 
Corporation to rev iew hig hly classi­ 
fied information.” 
No disciplinary acticx i had been 
taken ag ainst Cooke for the secu rity 
breach. Thereafter, Stewart himself 
went to the Ju stice Department. This 
resu lted in the criminal inv estig ation. 
Cooke adm itted u nder intense qu es­ 
tions th at he g av e Ellsberg access to 
the classified information and that 
Ellsberg u ndou btedly was responsible 
for the leak. 
“ I talked to Richardson immediate­ 
ly and said, i ’m pretty su re, 99 
percent su re, that Ellsberg was the 
g u y who leaked the stu ff,” ’ Cooke 
confessed to Ju stice Departm ent a t­ 
torney s. 
“W hat action was taken ag ainst 
Ellsberg ?” demanded the attorney s. 
“ It ju st sort of fell into limbo at the 
tim e,” he replied. “ Nobody did any ­ 
thing that I know of. Richardson, I 
know, had discu ssed the case with 
(then-Secretary of State William) 
Rog ers a cou ple of times." 
If Rog ers and Richardson had not 
left the case in “ limbo," history prob­ 
ably wou ld hav e been different. 
Footnote: Rog ers told u s he had “ no 
recollection” of any talks with Rich­ 
ardson abou t the leak. If he had been 
informed of the leak, he wou ld hav e 
referred it to the Ju stice Department, 
he said. Richardson’s memory was 
v ag u e, too, bu t he said he was su re 
Cooke’s v ersion was correct. Cooke 
confirmed the Ju stice Department 
accou nt, say ing the Richardson-Rog ­ 
ers talk had occu rred “ within a week’ 
after the leak. Stewart, now retired, 
has ju st 
finished 
a 
book 
called 
"Leaks.” He is “ almost su re,” he told 
u s, th at the Pentag on Papers leak 
cou ld hav e been prev ented if earlier 
action had been taken ag ainst El­ 
lsberg . 


CU RIO U S G EO R G E: The Hou se 
E th ic s C om m itte e solem nly ex 
amined Rep. Georg e Hansen’s ethics 
after he pleaded g u ilty to criminal 
misdemeanor in 19 75 and fou nd noth­ 
ing u nethical abou t his condu ct. Bu t 
earlier this y ear, the oornmittee stern­ 
ly forbid him from soliciting fu nds to 
pay off the personal debts he had ru n 
u p while he was u nder inv estig ation 
The Idaho Repu blican tu rned the 
tin cu p ov er to his wife instead, thu s 
demonstrating there is more than one 
way arou nd the bam . The defiant 
Mrs. Hansen, meanwhile, has fired 
oil solicitation letters to conserv ativ es 
arou nd the cou ntry beg g ing for fu nds.

M-A-S -H fo r Rea l 


The show based on life in a field 
surgery in the Korean War, M-A- 
S-H, is my favorite silliness on the 
boob tube. I’ve been known to put 
off engagements to be sure to catch 
it. Maybe its earned this small 
niche in my life for its intrinsic wit 
and pathos, even when these come 
too close to slapstick for comfort. 
But I expect its special appeal to 
me are the memories it evokes of 
my own (and only) experience in a 
shooting war, that old one called 
W orld War D 


Every time I see the Mash Team 
concentrating so intensely and hu­ 
manly on saving lives of boys, it 
brings back the field surgeries I got 
to know when 1 briefly dated an 
operating nurse in France. (The 
dates were confined to my trying to 
divert her, in the few hours she got 
off from the grimness of having to 
keep life in mangled bodies.) Of 
the outrageously irresponsible in­ 
fractions 
of 
m ilitary 
discipline 
d r e a m e d 
u p 
by 
M a s h ’ s 
scriptwriters, I can match enough 
incidences in my own service over­ 
seas to make me feel they all could 
have happened. 


There comes back the night, 
about a week or so after the liber­ 
ation of Paris, that the grapevine 
brought me word of the first joint 
for dancing that was about to open 
on a side street near the Arc de 
Trium ph. I was in Omar Bradley’s 
headquarters, 
still 
in Versailles 
and no one was supposed to take 
the short ride into town without 
special |H*rm ission. So, without it, 
I decided to catch the show on my 
own. W ell, not quite on my own. I 
felt a lew useful GLs needed a 
diversion more than my fellow of­ 
ficers and 1 tm k four into con­ 
spiracy to pinch, what was then 
called a command car — a high 
wheeled open vehicle — from the 
motor pool. W e took off just after 
dark. On the way into the fun, I 
laid down rules: IF we could get in, 


1 would take three with me and the 
fourth would remain to guard the 
vehicle. The three that I would 
take with me were to relieve the 
vehicle’s guard, hourly, each in 
turn. 


The place wasn’t hard to find, for 
outside it was a milling mass of 
American soldiery and unaccom­ 
panied French girls waiting for it to 
open, which it was about to do as 
we got there. 


Interlude distraction: 
I’m put 
properly in my place as I am line 
bucking to the entrance gate. Two 
French 
girls 
were 
shining 
a 
flashlight up at the faces of their 
liberators, obviously to pick com­ 
panions. Its beam hit my face 
square on. Hastily it passed ac­ 
companied by a disgusted squeal, 
“M O N D IE U , P A S U N V IE U X !” 
Did I have to be told I was forty- 
three years old that way? 
But the sequence of events that 
Mash brings back, began when an 
hour or two before dawn the joint 
closed down and I was to find 
myself in a dark and deserted 
street with my four GIs and myself 
to be gotten back to Versailles 
before reveille — and no command 
car to transport us. All the excite­ 
ment had been too much for one of 
my sentries; he had “ only left it 
alone for a few moments” and it 
had, 
or 
course, 
been 
stolen. 
Through 
the blacked-out short 
blocks to the totally deserted and 
lifeless Champs Elisee, 1 led my 
rapidly sobering party. Our slim 
last chance to avoid ridicule, and 
maybe 
a 
well deserved 
court- 
martial, seemed to lie in the one 
hundred to one shot of a stray 
vehicle headed west. But we won 
an even longer shot by being per­ 
sonally escorted by our own army 
to our own headquarters. 
Instead of from the east, the first 
lights to show up revealed an ap­ 
proaching vehicle from the west. 


Behind it, I could suddenly discern 
scores of other pinpoint lights. It 


was 
clearly 
a 
convoy 
coming 
through blacked-out Paris from 
the beaches to the front. 
I leapt out in its path, spreading 
my arms and shining my flashlight 
on my helmet — and the lead 
vehicle came gently to a stop 
before me. Out of the front cab 
jumped a handsome young black 
lieutenant. 
Recognizing 
my in­ 
signia, he drew himself to atten­ 
tion to salute his superior officer. 
“ Sir,” he said, in a crestfallen 
tone, " I ’m taking a convoy up to 
Verdun and I seem to have lost my 
way.” 
“ Lucky you ran into us. I ’ll just 
climb aboard and set you on the 
right road; stick these four mf*n in 
the other vehicle.” 
So, 
comfortably 
settled 
with 
him, I said, "a ll you have to do now 
is make a 180 degree turn — and 
in ten miles or so I’ll have you on 
the track.” 
And that was how it came about 
that 56 6 x6 trucks, filled with 
supplies for the front, escorted us 
to Versailles. As my relieved lieu­ 
tenant disembarked to thank me 
for my help, I watched my GIs 
flashing their passes at the sentries 
as the first glow of dawn was 
appearing 
over 
the

from 
whence we’d come. 
“ If you please, Sir, could you give 
me just a little more direction” 
How do I get to Verdun from 
here?’’ 
"N o problem, 
Lieutenant,” 
I 
said, by now almost sober, “ you 
just make another 180 degree turn 
— go back the way you’ve come — 
and keep straight on going," 
this, as I took off to sprint past the 
sentries myself.

His frustra­ 
tions an- apparent. He re­ 
alizes now that he has to 
retrench and to take one 
step at a time. 
Some ot the goals he set 
belt »re taking office have 
had to lie put on the shelf 
temporarily as his first year 
is coming to a close. Now, 
Carter apparently will fie 
satisfied to achieve a strong 
energy program to start the 
country on the road to con­ 
servation.

I, was approved by 92 percent 
of the 12,286 producers who 
voted in a recent referendum 
Herbert L Forest of the Ag­ 
ricultural Marketing Service 
said t he changes will bring 
transportation allowances 
more in line with present costs 
of collecting milk from farms 
and shipping it to processing 
plants. The changes will also

larly the adjacent Middle At­ 
lantic market, according to 
Forest. 
'This was needed, he said, 
because handlers in these two 


markets are actively compel 
ing in overlapping distribution 
areas for ( lass I drinking milk 
sales. 
The New York New .Jersey 
order is the only one where 
hulk milk is priced at the 
farm. Handlers who pick up 
the milk now hear most of the 
cost of tr a n s itin g it to their 
plants, according to Forest. 
Any cost increases are car 
ried by handlers, who either 
absorb the increases or pass 
them on to consumers. In all 
other markets, milk is priced 
at the plant and producers 
rather than handlers pay most 
of the transportation cost, in 
eluding cost increases.

As you hold this message in your hands you can see it and feel it. 
You also hold something else in your hands which you can see and 
feel, but in a different way. It is the destiny of Ulster County. 


For over 60 years this county has been my home. I’ve seen bod 
times and good times. Ulster County and its people have been good 
to me. I have been on the receiving end and on the giving end. I hope 
in some small way I have helped make it a better county for all of 
us. 


I will not gain anything personally by writing this letter. On De­ 
cember 31, 1977, I will retire from the County Legislature after serv­ 
ing the people of my district for three years. I don't feel I have ac­ 
complished as much as I would have liked in the term and a half 
I served, but I want to share with you some of my experiences and 
observations. 


As a member of the Democratic minority party of the legislature 
I want to tell you of the suppression the Republican majority has 
exercised. The majority party is like a baby and it needs to have 
a security blanket. That blanket is the taxpayers’ dollars. They man­ 
euver to keep millions of dollars in reserves, (tacked on to the bud­ 
get) hidden aw ay in different closets, not for the taxpayer's benefit, 
but to use in chess games, with the public as the pawns. Responsi­ 
ble county jobs are given to people bases on whom they know, not 
what they know. The County Budget keeps going up from *33,000,000 
a few years ago to over *65,000,000 today. W hy? 


Our County Legislative Chairman works for the electric company. 
His salary is included in our utility bills ond he also gets paid by the 
County. How con he do both jobs w ell? 


Another member of the Democratic party recently joined me in 
a resolution to set up a Central Purchasing Department for the en­ 
tire county governmental structure. It would save the county thou­ 
sands of dollars. Some genius from the majority party said that he 
has been working on it’ and to hold the Democratic motion until he 
comes up with his plan. The majority party voted in his favor and 
the taxpayers kept on footing higher and higher bills. 


The fiasco of the County Home is now o matter of public record . . . 
as is the majority party's ostrich-like hope . . . that by ignoring con­ 
ditions which taxpayers’ dollars could have corrected years ago, 
the problem would go aw ay. To me, this is like hoping old people 
will go aw ay I 


It took years for the majority to agree with the Democrats' sug­ 
gestion of o real program for Senior Citizens. Finally, they agreed 
after popularly supported efforts of our assemblyman ond a former 
Democratic minority leader. 


For many years the Democratic party has suggested having a Coun­ 
ty M anager of Executive type of set-up. Studies were done and it 
was found that it would save the taxpayers thousands of dollars, 
but the majority always voted it down. Recently a member of the 
majority made the same suggestion and it is now in the works. Great. 
It s about tim e! But, I would go one step farther and do away with 
half the number of legislators we now have. W e d have better gov­ 
ernment. Right now the way things are set up w e’re too top heavy. 
W e just might fall over! 


I never thought I d run for political office, but in 1974 when the 
majority party in the legislature illegally reapportioned the county 
districts I decided to step in. Certain district voting patterns were 
not to the majority's liking. This type of gerrymandering has been 
Hone twice. The majority party wanted to destroy any Democratic 
voice in the legislature. Like the telephone and electric companies, 
they wanted to control the whole show. As one member of the Dem­ 
ocratic party I worked for true representation. W e all did. Our small 
minority (13 out of 33) can’t fight successfully. You, the public, can. 


I ve been fortunate in many ways. My family and I have many op­ 
tions open to us. Many people don’t, for whatever the reasons. But, 
the future of this county is one option you do hold in your hands. 
How this county is shaped and how it grows is up to you. Insure your 
future in Ulster County. G et out and vote.

Spring fev er is one thing, bu t fall fev er grips with 
a special significance becau se of what it portends. 
I hese bonu s day s are langu id farewell to au tu m n. 
Alter this brie! respite, it is cold, dark day s tu nneling 
tow ard the nex t season in the su n. 
ITiat heav y frost cru m pled the na s tu rtiu m s where 
they bloom ed, the zu cchini in last flower and the 
zinnias in g au dy elegance. T here rem ain hardy m u m s 
basking in the late a u tu m n haze, som e protected 
pe tu nia s and a bu rst of parsley tu cked u nd er the fallen 
leav es. 
So called Indian S u m m e r is a phenom enon that is 
c h a r a d e n s t ic of m any northern climes. In E ngland it 
is called All Hallow s S u m m e r or St. M a rtin's S u m ­ 
mer, arriv ing as it does betw een late O ctober and mid- 
N ov em ber M a ny E u ropeans call it Old W iv es’ S u m ­ 
mer a nd in Poland it is known as God s Gift. 
The soft haze of the Indian S u m m er su n is com ­ 
plem ented by the orange-hu ed moon. T he air barely 
stirs as the final pu sh of tropic air finds its way 
northw ard for one last tim e. 
Last week the ju nco retu rned, its sober gray and 
white m onk s garb contrasting sharply w ith the bright 
fallen leav es. T he following day the ev ening grosbecks’ 
flight from C anad a land ed with all aboard seeking 
winter port 
Their bright y ellow helm ets blended well 
with the foliage confetti and promised to brighten 
m any a snowy day to come. 
A l t hou g h the ju nc o m a y not ble nd too well w ith the 
leav es, his ins tinc ts for se e d g a the ring a re inta c t. His 
snow d a nc e - s hu f f le w ork s as well on fallen foliage as 
it does. in w inter g ra nu la rs . 
I hose w hite-throated sparrows who delay ed their 
trip north in May becau se of the bru shpile from the

It m ay be confu sed at first glance with the 
chi pping sparrow, a local su m m e r resident who d oesn’t 
hav e near the te na c ity of w inter su rv iv al that the tree 
sparrow display s throu ghou t the snow season. 
Hie red-head is du e in any day and when he arriv es 
it will m ake Ind ian S u m m er a thing of the past for 
this v ear.

from working. In determ ining 
‘‘com parable

law takes into accou nt that 
certain diseases hav e a dif­ 
ferent effect on children than 
they do on adu lts a nd that 
some diseases generally afflict 
only y ou ng children. 
A child 18 or older mu st 
meet the same definition of 
disability as an adu lt. T he 
im pairm ent mu st he ex pected 
to last for at least 12 months

I^tjJunities, and as nations. As 
jj a matter of fact, change must 
liegin with each individual 
I #pd as we look about us, we 
» can see that this is now begin 
r ning to happen in our very 
.own neighborhoods and 
'throughout much of our socie- 
*ty. 
** There 
is 
a 
fast-growing 
movement in in our country 
«at this time consisting mostly 
of younger people, but also 
• with many of our so-called 
"senior" citizens (witness the 
“ ‘grey panthers") which is lie 
•ommg increasingly stronger, 
for greater independence, 
-self-reliance and political 
punch. Aside from political 
savvy and know-how, it is 
; being manifested in a number 
different ways. As an ex- 
“ample, 
take 
the 
growing 
number of independent food 
fijo|>eratives which are now 
iijm g set up all over the coun­ 
ty . I know for a fact there is 
a Very good one where you live 
Mrs. .KR,, as it happens, I 
belong to it myself. These are 
formed by groups of people 
w ho 
g et to g e th e r and 
'purchase 
food 
in 
bulk at 
^ wholesale prices, natural and 
otherwise, which are then dis 


tributed among themselves at 
a relatively low cost, adding 
up to considerable savings at 
the end of a year. 
On a different level one 
only has to look at the re­ 
newed 
interest 
among 
so 
many people in growing their 
own food, and then canning, 
storing, bottling or freezing it 
tor future use. Economic fac­ 
tors, especially the continu­ 
ing high rate of inflation, are, 
of course, largely responsible 
for this trend Many families 
have sold their urban and 1 ror 
suburban homes and moved 
into rural areas where they 
are learning to become more 
self-sufficient and less depen­ 
dent on the complex technol­ 
ogy of our modem society. 
On a wider scale, the pres­ 
sure for decentralization, in­ 
dependence, and self-govern­ 
ment 
in Canada, Scotland 
and Wales is indicative of a 
deep dissatisfaction with our 
present 
system 
of rapidly 
growing, bureaucratic politi­ 
cal 
administrations 
which 
tend to ignore the pressing 
needs of individuals and re­ 
gional groups. This is by no 
means unique with English 
speaking peoples...there are 
parallel situations in parts of 
Europe such as Brittany, Yu ­ 
goslavia, the U.S.S.R., the 
Basque and Catalan regions 
of Spain, the Caribbean, Cen­ 
tral and South America as 
well as rn other continents 
and with different types of 
government. 


One of the most important 


aspects of this general and 
fast-spreading 
movement, 


manifested in so many dif­ 
ferent and yet related ways, 
is that it is a rejection of the 
increasing 
dominance 
of 


powerful 
and 
anonymous 


corporate or bureaucratic 
government entities 
with 


whom 
communication 
is 


virtually impossible (a r­ 
rogant utilities or tax peo­ 
ple, for example.) 


It is a growing attempt to 
establish smaller, independ­ 
ent groups within which rela 
t kinships and communication 
can be flexible and personal; 
where [leopie feel they can 
begin to regain control over 
their own lives. 


It is there that today’s 


health movement has an im­ 
portant and! vital role to 
play. ..because 
within 
the 
framework of independence, 
self reliance 
and 
forward- 
thinking associated with most 
people who become involved 
in the natural health move­ 
ment, we can help create an 
awareness that mental and 


physical well-being must 
start with the soil and with 
our food. Natural laws are 
ultimately the only ones by 
which we can live happily 
and successfully. 


The quality of our individ­ 
ual and total environment 
hinges on this awareness 
and when we start to make 
our independent decisions 
for us, we can then create a 
climate in which change for 
the better will come about 
spontaneously. 


While the gloom of the 
present 
economic, 
political 
and energy 
problems con­ 
tinually stalks the pages of 
our daily press and all of our 
communication media, radio, 
T V., magazines, etc., we can 
still afford to be much more 
cheerful in spite of present 
problems and hardships, be­ 
cause the seeds of change for 
a better and brighter future 
have already been planted 
and are now germinating and 
growing all around us.

salads including 
fresh vegetables and fresh 
fruits. Nuts, seeds, soy prod­ 
ucts as well as dairy products, 
meat and fish, (for non vege­ 
tarians) all provide protein. 
Try to avoid all processed 
foods such as canned and 
frozen finds which are usually 
heavily adulterated with aug 
ar, salt, additives, etc., and 
always read your labels.

But 
this time, its definitely Fillmore East: Money looks 
like Rod Stewart after a binge, sings like some other 
English rock & rollers, against Zeppelinesque back­ 
grounds, though he has the street smarts to add 
Smokey Robinson's “ You’ve Really Got a Hold On 
Me." If his band can rock out live like he does here, 
Money may be able to ignore the force for the 
foreseeable future.

deep into what otherwise may be treated 
superficially. 
Result? You will produce a few scholars 
and many thoughtful citizens who may be 
those 
leaders of tomorrow we 
have 
dreamed about. 
Well, as the TV commercial says, it is 
being done today — in the advanced 
placement programs of Kingston High 
School. 
This AR program, a striking departure 
from the generally accepted image of our 
high schools, has been in effect for more 
than IO years in Kingston and has con­ 
tinued, despite obstacles, because of the 
faith shown by some perceptive board 
members, administrators and teachers. It 
has expanded most recently into the area 
of art. 
Who could present obstacles, you ask? 
Many people: students who do not always 
see the advantage of a program that 
promises only intellectual satisfaction and 
long-term rewards rather than instant 
gratification and easy grades; some pa­ 


rents who are properly concerned about 
grade point averages but lose their per­ 
spective about the value of intellectual 
challenge over immediate numerical re­ 
wards; an occasional administrator or 
board member who is interested in class 
counts above real achievement. 
Fortunately, the program has survived 
many attempts to cut it down or eliminate 
it, and is moving in new directions that 
promise even greater rewards for those 
selected to participate in it. 
A recent trip by AP English and art 
students to the State Museum in Albany 
illustrates one of the program’s new ap­ 
proaches. Directed by previous class study 
to analyze the exhibits in terms of their 
own lives here in the Hudson Valley, the 
students viewed thoughtfully the per­ 
manent exhibit on Man and the Wil­ 
derness in the Adirondacks. 


Also as part of the assignment, they 
examined the tremendous collection titled 
Art in New York, which included separate 
exhibits on folk art, the Hudson River 
School and the New York — or modern — 
School of Art. Brought together in one 
exhibit for the first time were the paint­ 
ings of Cole. Kinsett, Doughty, Innes, and 
Vanderlyn — to name a few — showing the 
first effort by American artists to paint 
their own country in their own way. That 
many of the paintings included scenes 
from the Hudson Valley only added to 
their appeal. 


1'his one-day intellectual excursion is 
the first of several such attempts planned 
by the AP programs to show the bridges 
that exist between academic studies and 
the immediate world, using the varied 
resources of our area. 
Quietly but effectively, the AP programs 
in Engl i sh, c h e mi s t r y , 
biology, 
mathematics and now art have been en­ 
couraging all students at KHS to recognize 
the value of academic scholarship in a 
world that often sneers at intellectual 
achievement. Now they hope to add ap­ 
preciation of local achievements to their 
goals.

with. The cost of the van from the dealer is 
only the first hurdle — and the cheaper one. 
Fixing up the interior to match the room of 
your dreams can run to several times the cost 
of the vehicle itself. Some vans finally cost 
$20,(HH) or $30,000. 
Vanners like to form organizations, or 
societies, and gather together for a van fest. 
One local group is called 'Fokin’ Truckers, 
and recently they met at Wallace’s jerking 
lot on Ulster Avenue Mall in Kingston to 
embark on what they call a poker run. 
Vans arrived from |M>ints as tar away as 
Maryland and Connecticut. At the starting 
' |H)int each ‘‘t Tucker” was given a sheet of 
instructions, each item written in puzzling 
language, in the style of a scavenger hunt. 
For example, “ Fake a left oft Route 28 
where the sun goes down.”

s the artist describes them, the 
reasons behind the recording of the 
album “Jerry Oland — Banjo” are 
fairly simple. 
"I pursue my music seriously and I guess 
I wanted the world to know about it. Besides, 
its almost impossible to make a living 
around Ulster County playing the banjo and 
I’m hoping to reach a wider audience with 
the record.” 
What the statement doesn’t tell you about 
is the IO years of hard work that enabled 
Oland to go into a studio last May and lay 
down 12 tracks. 
For Oland, a resident of Ulster Park, the 
record has been a long-time ambition, dating 
back to his college days at New Paltz during 
the 1960s when he first picked up the banjo. 
He explains his feelings for the banjo and 
bluegrass music using the words “vitality, 
depth and excitement.” 
Bluegrass banjo, the kind Oland plays, was 
first made popular in the 1940s by Earl 
Scruggs, a native of Shelby, North Carolina. 
The story behind that is best described by 
folk musician Pete Seeger. 
“ bi 1945 the five-string banjo had been 


abandoned by all but the most old-fashioned 
commercial country string bands. Then a 
young man named Earl Scruggs got a job 
with Bill Monroe and His Bluegrass Boys 
playing on radio station WSM in Nashville, 
Tennessee. Scruggs had been playing banjo 
since the age of six and when he was a 
teenager he had worked out a syncopated 
variation on the old ‘clawhammer’ finger- 
picking style.” 
A lthough o ld -tim e b a n jo ists Snuffy 
Jenkins and Don Reno had been using a 
similar style, credit went to Scruggs because 
of the widespread popularity of the Monroe 
band, the premier group at the Grand Old 
Opry in the postwar years. 
In any case, in those years the banjo joined 
the fiddle and the mandolin as a lead 
instrum ent in bluegrass bands. But the 
popularity of the instrum ent and the music 
style was relativly short-lived. 
During the early 1950s a singer from Ala­ 
bama, Hank Williams, migrated to Nashville 
and not only unseated Monroe as the main 
■ attraction at the Opry, but he changed the 
face of Country and Western music. 
His compositions, like “Your Cheating 
Heart” and “Jam balava” were recorded by

the pop artists of that era and many C and 
W singers abandoned their old styles to cash 
in on the country/pop sound. 
As Oland notes, “After Hank Williams, 
bluegrass became passe. By 1955, with Elvis 
and Carl Perkins, there was what became 
known as rockabilly, and by 1959 Bill 
Monroe almost couldn’t field a band.” 


Bluegrass, in those years, was thought of as 
“ the weak sister of country and western 
music,” says Oland. “They thought she 
would just fade away and die” and she 
almost did. W hat saved the music was the 
urban-bred college students and musicians, 
like Ralph Rinzler and Mike Seeger, long­ 
time fans of bluegrass, and Monroe and 
others were soon playing the college circuit. 
By the mid-1960s, prior to the Woodstock 
festival, 
there 
were 
bluegrass 
festivals. 
Oland recalls his first festival. 
“ It was around 1967 or 68, down in Ber­ 
ryville, Virginia, and I can remember the 
feeling of being surrounded by all those 
people who were interested in the same 
music I was into.”

In those days it was not unusual for Oland 
to travel “ literally miles” to find another 
bluegrass musician to play music with. 
A b o u t 
t h a t s a m e t i me , over in 
Poughkeepsie, guitarist Dan Del Santo was 
gathering together musicians for his blue­ 
grass band, The Arm Brothers. Oland joined. 
“The first job we had was at a place called 
the Sled Hill Cafe in Woodstock. We would 
play there on Wednesday nights and the 
place was really in bad shape. The roof would 
leak and a lot (rf times we’d get rained out.” 
For three years the Arm Brothers played 
around the mid-Hudson area — at the Last 
Chance in Poughkeepsie, Sm itty’s in New 
Paltz, the Hillside Italian Tavern in Cot- 
tekill and the Phoenicia Hotel in Shandaken. 
When the group disbanded in 1974, Oland 
joined Wheelhoss and kept busy by playing 
jobs with Billy D and the Ramblers, Honey- 
wagon, Little Moon, the Millstone Valley 
Boys “ and just a lot of drifting around 
playing here and there.” 
He endured it all, according to his wife, 
“because he’s compulsive.” 
“ He would come home at night and sit with 
that banjo for hours. He would play it, take 
it apart and work on it, trying to get rid of 
the slightest buzz, even if he was the only one 
who could hear it, and then he’d put it back 
together again and play for a few more 
hours." 
Oland doesn’t dispute that account. 
“It helps me unwind,” he says. 


Gland’s latest band is (ailed Wildcat Creek 
and he says the band was formed primarily 
to showcase the songs on his album. 
“I wanted to get a group together that 
would be able to play the songs from the 
album, but I also had to keep it down to four 
people because you can’t make any money 
splitting the take five or six ways.” 


His sidemen include bassist Bill De- 
Neergaard, guitarist Skip Arthur, and Ron­ 
nie Sutton — “ the best dobro (acoustic steel 
guitar) player I’ve had the pleasure of work­ 
ing with.” 


Sutton is the son of Art Sutton, a banjo 
player from Woodstock who is credited with 
keeping bluegrass alive in Ulster County 
during the lean years. Sutton says he’s quite 
pleased with his son’s ability. 


“ Ronnie was about five when he picked up 
the dobro. When he was a kid, on Saturdays, 
he’d get up real early in the morning and 
start playing and he wouldn’t come out of his 
room until it was time for lunch. Then he’d 
go back and play till dinner, eat and play 
some more. He’d fall asleep with the dobro 
in his hands.” 
Oland says it’s that type of dedication 
th at’s required when you’re playing blue­ 
grass “which, in a sense, has a limited 
following." 
“You can’t let up” and he hasn’t. Now that 
the album is done, “ I’ve started thinking 
about the next one.”

Movie Views 
‘One on One’ 


H o l l y w o o d 
l o v e s 
trends (“ 'The Exorcist 
II,” "Jaw s II," etc.). A 
mini-trend of sorts is 
developing 
in 
sports 
films. It started a few 
years ago with “ The 
Longest 
Yard” 
and 
“ Bang the Drum Slow­ 
ly,” reaching a high 
point 
with “ Rocky.” 
Some of these films, 
like “ Rocky” and “ The 
Bad News Bears” (its 
sequel is now out) have 
been quite successful commercially. Others, 
like the very good and undeservedly over­ 
looked “ Bingo Ding’s Travelling All Stars 
and Motor Kings," have bombed at the box 
office. 
It will be interesting to see how the latest 
entry in this genre, "One on One,” fares. I 
suspect it will be more like “ Bingo Long" 
than “ Rocky,” for this well intentioned film 
has little of the slick emotional manipulation 
and high drama of the latter. Director La- 


fly Carlos

mont Johnson (“ The I^ast American Hero,” 
“ Lipstick” ) has displayed his usual integrity 
and flair for authenticity in filming this story 
of an ingenuous high school basketball star 
who gets caught up in the highly com­ 
petitive, big-business atmosphere of Ameri­ 
can sports. 


Bobby Benson, who plays the boy and 
wrote the story with his father Jerry Segal, 
presents him as if he were The Graduate 
before he graduated, mumbling and stumbl­ 
ing his way through books, fraternity parties 
and pretty women. The film actually looks 
and sounds like “ The Graduate” filtered 
through “ Rocky.” One keeps wishing, in fact, 
that Dustin Hoffman were playing the young 
basketball player, for Benson, whose diction 
makes Sylvester Stallone sound like a maAer 
of elocution and whose face registers at most 
two emotions, is one of the worst young 
actors in films today. Despite his inade­ 
quacies, though, the rest of the cast, the 
writing and direction are good enough to 
make this unpretentious little film modestly 
successful and entertaining. 


More significantly, it would seem that 
“ One on One” signals a willingness on the 
part of American movies to tackle the prob­ 
lem of American sports. (Maybe it is a way, 


consciously or unconsciously, to get back at 
the movies’ old nemesis, television, by a t­ 
tacking one of its major staples.) The cancer 
of high-powered, com m ercialized, regi­ 
mented, 
pressurized sports continues to 
spread in this country at an alarming rate. 
(bi one end of the spectrum we see young 
kids feeling compelled to play baseball on 
fancy diamonds in fancy uniforms in front of 
screaming 
parents, 
where 
once 
pick-up 
games on sandlots more than sufficed. On 
the other end 
are professional football 
players taking amphetamines before games 
to get high enough to clobber each other for 
HO minutes. Hie motto is “ Winning isn t 
everything, it’s the only thing." 


Some of us, even those who have loved and 
participated in athletics, long ago became 
disenchanted with what was happening. 
One on One" and its creators are to be 
commended for having met the subject head 
on. One wishes their film success. On the 
other hand, though, maybe not too much. 
Tor Hollywood, money-mad long before the 
sports world and obsessed with trends, might 
decide to make a sequel, since our basketball 
hero was only in his freshman year at the end 
of the film. And you can bet there is someone 
out there just dying to give us a film with the 
title “ One on One II.”

Evelyn Waugh 
— 
The Greatest 


Diary Writer of Our Time? 
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“The Diaries of Evelyn Waugh,” edited by 
Michael Davie. (Little, Brown, $17.50) 
Evelyn Waugh was one of the great nov­ 
elists of our time. The Englishman also turns 
out to have been perhaps our greatest diary 
writer. 
Samples: 
“ Laura returned a week ago today bringing 
Margaret, an egotistical little girl.” Laura 
was his wife, Margaret his daughter. 
“ The magazine ‘Life’ blithely proposed to 
publish a series of photographic illustrations 
of my books based on the originals from 
whom the characters were drawn. I answered 
threatening them with imprisonment.” 
“ An offensive letter from a female Ameri­ 
can Catholic. 1 returned it to her husband 
with the note: ‘I shall be grateful if you will 
use whatever disciplinary means are custom­ 
ary in your country to restrain your wile from 
writing impertinent letters to men she does 
not know.” 


The early years of the diary have much to 
do with Waugh’s schooldays and his struggle 
to earn a living as a writer may be left to 
biographers, peculiar Anglophiles and stu­ 
dents of literature. 
But a reader in search of romp, stomp, hell- 
raising hilarity should follow Waugh into 
World War II and beyond in his diaries. 
The chronicle of a heavy-drinking Waugh 
snarling in 
his diary at Sir Winston’s 
heavier-drinking son Randolph Churchill, 
and their merry ways as British military 
agents with Tito’s Partisan guerrillas in 
Yugoslavia is worth the $17.50. 
The anecdotes built around Churchill, 
Graham Greene, Hollywood, Roman Catho­ 
lics, Americans, bad wife, talkative servants 
and other diary villains make for hours of 
laughter. 
In a word — great.
